EVACUATION.  The  Urban  District  has  been  designated  a Reception  Area  under 
the  Government’s  Evacuation  Scheme.  During  tho  yoar  232  evacuated  persons 
woro  accommodated  in  private  dwollinghousos  within  tho  district.  Tho  number 
was  made  up  as  follows  : Unacoompanied  children  160|  accompanied  children 

33;  mothers  22 | other  adults  17.  The  Llanelly  Rural  District  Council  havo 
established  Sick  Bays  at  Fclinfool,  Llanolly,  where  minor  cases  of  sickness 
are  treated.  In  the  event  of  serious  accidents  or  operations,  the  patients 
are  admitted  into  the  Llanelly  General  Hospital,  the  Glanaraman  Hospital  or 
tho  Carmarthen  Infirmary.  The  number  of  children  treated  in  the  Sick  Bays 
has  been  remarkably  small  and  there  have  been  but  fow  cases  of  serious  illness. 
The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  have  acquired  premises  in  tho  centre  of  tho  Town 
which  have  been  opened  as  a Soci-1  and  Welfare  Centre  for  tho  evacuees.  All 
the  arrangements  in  connoction  with  the  health,  welfare  and  general  comfort 
of  the  evacuees  havo  proceeded  smoothly  and  satisfactorily.

According  to  Infectious  Diseases  Regulation  1927,  a supply  of  Forms  are  provided 
for  notification  of  Malaria,  Dysentry,  Acuto  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal 
Pneumonia. 
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No  action  has  boon  necessary  undor  the  Tublic  Health  (Small-pox  Prevention) 
Regulations,  1917.  Disinfection  of  promises  and  articles  exposed  to 
infection  is  carried  out  by  tho  Council.
